Paris— United States army officers 
assisted in the* recent French drive 
against the crown prince to the north 
of Verdun when positions along a 15- 
mlle front on both sides of the Meuse 
were wrested from the Germans. 
This was the first action in which 
Americans, 
a* part 
of the United 
States army, figured, and the brilliant, 
smashing, rapid success of General 
Petnln’s forces in this section is re­ 
garded as a happy augury of future 
activities of the American army. 
The 
officers 
who 
were 
engaged 
were more than observers—the United 
States army has had representatives 
with the various forces in the field 
ever 
since 
the 
war 
started. 
The 
American officers formed an actual 
part of the French fighting units that 
bounded 
over 
tile 
shell-shattered 
parapets 
ten 
minutes 
after 
dawn 
broke, and strode slowly forward to­ 
ward 
tile 
pulverized 
German 
posi­ 
tions, in the wake of the celebrated 
“creeping barrage” of artillery fire. 
Steel helmets on their heads, re­ 
volvers iii hand, their field glasses 
slung around their necks, gas masks 
handy, and their uniforms stripped of 
nil m arks denoting rank, the Ameri­ 
can officers accompanied the French 
platoon and battalion leaders, learn­ 
ing at first sight and directly under 
fire how crnck "shock troops” are led 
Into action in a modern offensive. 
Although French soldiers fell dead 
and dying all around them, and a 
number of French officers were hit 
also, 
not 
one 
American 
was 
even 
wounded. 
They advanced from 
the 
original French positions south of the 
Mort Homme, on the left hank of the 
M**use and south of Hill 344. on the 
right hank, clear up to the most ad­ 
vanced trenches captured by the won­ 
derful French Infantry. 
Order Comet to Charge. 
At half past four o'clock in the 
morning, after waiting ail night In 
the front line positions, they heard 
the word passed along the trenches 
by the under officers for the men to 
get ready. 
They saw the war-cal­ 
loused French soldiers shake them­ 
selves from slumber in the deep dug­ 
outs—sometimes 40 feet underground 
—where they had been sleeping, un­ 
mindful of the hideous uproar occa­ 
sioned both by their own and the en­ 
emy artillery. 
They saw the “poilus” 
adjust their long, slender bayonets to 
their rifles and gingerly feel the hand 
grenades in the belts around their 
waists. 
And then they saw them line 
up along the firing step of the trench. 
At a quarter to five the shrill whis­ 
tles of tile subofficers announced that 
the Infantry attack was on—that the 
soldiers—mere flesh nail blood—had 
started to finish mid clinch the work 
performed by the thousands of giant 
guns in the rear, 
Almost tin- first thing the Americans 
learned was that nowadays troops do 
not “charge” from trenches at "double 
quick time.” 
In tile first place, the 
condition of the ground over which 
the troops must advance is such that 
they cannot move tepidly. Pitted with 
shell craters, one to thirty feet deep, 
gouged with pits caused when mon­ 
strous mines were exploded, and knee 
deep in tile most clinging mud In the 
world, the ground oilers every obsta­ 
cle to rapid moving. 


And 
with 
tile 
perfection 
of 
the 
“ereepifiu 
barrage,” 
troops 
cannot 
move faster titan the curtain of fire 
which precedes them. 
This creeping 
barrage moves forward very slowly, 
as fast us tile average man walks 
when he is Rot Iii a hurry.

follows 
about 4(1 yards in the rear of the row' 
of bursting shells. 


Orab for Gat Mask*. 
Groping forward beside the French 
officers, the Americans staggered for­ 
ward until one of their guides sniffed 
suspiciously, and hauled his gas mask 
out o f its tin box, strapped around 
his waist. 
T h e Americans followed, 
aud none too soon, as ai ready the Ger* 
ban 
batteries 
were 
lobbing 
over 
gas shells to try to break up the a t­ 
tack. 
Two hundred yards forward and 
the Americans with the first attack­ 
ing wave reached th# former first 
line of German trenches. 
Little wa* 
left to differentiate tile strip of con­ 
vulsed earth from lite rest of the ter­ 
rain except that the litter of wood 
and accoutrements was deeper and a 
long, uncertain straggled line of dis­ 
torted 
corpses 
marked 
where 
the 
Germans on duty iu the trenches had 
been destroyed by the bombardment. 


I Even as the Americans reached the 
I trench 
a 
handful 
of German 
atar- 
I vlvors crawled from the mouth of a 
caveiMn dugout, their arms extended, 
screaming “Mercy, Knmerad.” 
The 
men were taken prisoner and directed 
toward the rear, as 
the attacking 
wave continued its advance, a cer­ 
tain number of the troops being told 
off to handle the underground shel­ 
ters 
ami 
take 
prisoner 
such 
Ger­ 
mans as might come up. 
Between the first and second line 
of German trenches it was even hard­ 
er going than crossing No Mun’s Land. 
Here the work of the 
French ar­ 
tillery 
hod 
been 
concentrated, and 
boyaus and communication trenches 
had been plowed to pieces by the gl­ 
um high explosive French shells. 
Iii the second line German trench, 
the number of corpses was greater, 
but there wert* a few Germans only 
wounded, who 
cried 
out

Noue of the survivors in the dugouts 
came up while the attacking wave

French poilus were told off to mount 
guard over the entrances to the abris. 
Americans Under Fire. 
It was a longer stretch between 
the second and third line German 
trenches ami ii was in fids part of 
i tile attack ftint the Americans came 
i tinder direct machine gun fire for the 
first time. 
Plodding along, and keep 
log tim advancing lim* as nearly even 
as possible, »hey suddenly h e a rd ’ the 
m ille of a machine gun to the right, 
and everyone dropped in his tracks.

AN ORDINANCE 


To 
prohibit 
boy* 
under 
sixteen 
years of age and girls under eighteen 
years 
of age from 
being upon 
the 
streets, alleys, pavements, sidewalks, 
highways or other public places within 
the Borough 
of Gettysburg between 
certain hours, and providing penalties 
for violation thereof: 


Be it enacted 
and ordained by the 
Burgess and Town Council of the Bor­ 
ough of Gettysburg, 
Adams County, 
Pennsylvania, and it is hereby enacted 
and ordained by the authority of the 
same: 


Section I. That it shall be unlawful 
for any boy under the age of sixteen 
years and unlawful for any girl under 
the age of eighteen years, to be or to 
remain 
in or upon any street, alley, 
highway, sidewalk, pavement, or other 
public place 
within the Borough 
of 
G ettysburg, Adams 
County, Pennsyl­ 
vania, at night 
after the hour of 9 
o'clock p. rn. and before the hour of 4 
o’clock a. rn. 
of the succeeding day, 
except as hereinafter provided. 
Section 2. 
The provisions 
of Sec­ 
tion I hereof shall 
not apply to ant 
boy or girl under the ages aforesaid, 
while accompanied by his or her par­ 
ents, guardian, or other person having 
the legal custody 
or control of such 
boy or girl, or to any boy or girl whose 
legally recognized employment makes 
it necessary for such boy or girl to be 
or 
remain on or upon said 
streets,; 
alleys, 
lanes, 
highways, 
sidewalks, 
pavements or other public places, pro­ 
vided such boy 
or girl shall carry a 
certified card of employment signed 
by employer and the Burgess of this 
borough or to any boy or girl while in 
the 
performance 
of any errand 
of 
necessity directed by his or her par­ 
ents, guardian or legal custodian. 
Section 3. 
It shall be unlawful for 
any parent or parents, 
guardian or 
guardians, or person or persons having 
the legal 
custody or control of 
any 
boy or girl under the ages aforesaid, 
to permit or allow any such boy or girl 
to be or remain in or upon any street, 
alley, lane, highway, sidewalk, pave­ 
ment. 
or other public place 
within 
said Borough between the hours here­ 
inbefore 
specified, except as 
other­ 
wise provided, and it shall be the duty 
of every such parent, guardian, or per­ 
son having the legal custody or con­ 
trol of any boy or girl under the ages 
aforesaid to compel and require strict 
observance on the part of such boy or 
girl to the provisions of this ordinance. 
Section 4. Any police officer, or con­ 
stable of the Borough or of the State, 
or special officer or officers appointed 
by the Burgess for the enforcement of 
this ordinance, who shall serve without 
pay shall have the right to take any 
boy or girl under the ages aforesaid, 
violating the provisions 
of this ordi­ 
nance, into custody and require him 
or her to return to his or her home or 
residence, and in doing so the said of­ 
ficers or constables or special officer* 
shall use their discretion in determin­ 
ing the age of such boy or girj, or the 
relation of the 
person accompanying 
him or her, and in doubtful cases shall 
be at liberty to require positive proof 
of such age or such relation, and until 
such proof is furnished the judgment 
of the officer in respect thereof shall 
be conclusive. 
Section 5. 
Any parents, 
guardian 
or person having the legal custody of 
any boy or girl under the ages afore­

any boy or girl under the

violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall upon 
conviction thereof be liable to a fine 
of $2.50, recoverable as fines of like 
character are recoverable by law.
